States Senate on the subject of “The 
Dreaded Corporation,” as follows: 


“But, Sir, I have said I do not dread 
these corporations as instruments of 
power to destroy this country, be- 
cause there are a thousand agencies 
which can regulate, restrain and con- 
trol them; but-there is a corporation 
we may all dread. That corporation is 
the Federal Government. From the 
aggression of this corporation there 
can be no safety, if it is allowed to go 
beyond the bounds, the well-defined 
limits of its power. I dread nothing so 
much as the exercise of ungranted and 
doubtful powers by this Government. 
It is, in my opinion, the danger of 
dangers to the future of this country. 
Let us be sure we keep it always with- 
in its limits. If this great, ambitious, 
ever-growing corporation becomes op- 
pressive, who shall check it? If it be- 
comes wayward, who shall control it? 
If it becomes unjust, who shall trust 
it? As sentinels on the country’s 
watchtower, Senators, I beseech you 
watch and guard with sleepless dread 
that corporation which can make all 

property and rights, all States and 
people, and all liberty and hope its 
playthings in an hour and its victims 
forever.”

State officials over the South are polite and co-operative people. This fact impressed me when I 
visited the State Capitols of six Southern States— aside from Georgia—to obtain information for a 
series of articles on taxation. Tax officials, with their offices crowded with persons following recent 
sessions of their Legislatures, took hours to explain their State budget and operations to me. 


The Kentucky State Capito] was closed on 
Saturday, but Revenue Commissioner Clyde 


Reeves and Finance Commissioner John Martin 
came to their offices to talk with me. Martin’s 
assistant, Clifford Barnes, entertained me at the 
Lexington races during the afternoon. 


Some, like South Carolina’s Revenue Com- 
mission Chairman Francis Pinckney, re- 
served hotel rooms tor me and paraded their 
staffs of assistants into the office for my 
questioning. Others, like W. O. Suiter and 
Dr. Rea, of North Carolina; W. R. Hough, of 
Mississippi. and Clinton Evans, of Tennessee, 
sat down with me for hours going over their 
tax systems. So did an auditor in the Florida 
Comptroller General’s office. 


Georgia State officials are polite and co- 
operative, too. But you look for this, knowing 
they have a responsibility to let the people of 
Georgia Know about Georgia’s business. Offi- 
cials of the other States have no such responsi- 
bility: to the people of Georgia. Perhaps it is 
reciprocity on their part, because we know that 
Georgia officials are fine hosts to visitors from 
other States. Agriculture Commissioner Tom 
Linder frequently entertains at luncheons for 
State leaders coming into Georgia to inspect 
farm markets. Other Georgia officials likewise 
are co-operative with out-of-Staters seeking in- 
formation. 

Bill Lester, Secretary of the Georgia Tax Re- 
vision Committee, is coming in for high praise 
from witnesses and committee members. Many 
county tax officials are praising his volumes on 
the tax structures of Georgia and comparisons 
with other States. My thanks go to Bill for 
briefing me in Georgia taxes and making appoint- 
ments for me with his tax friends in the other 
Southern States. 


While Georgia’s neightbors have several 
plans which Georgia could adopt and im- 
prove herself, none has a centralized budget 
system as fine as Georgia's. Daily, I can walk 
inte State Auditor Ed Thrasher’s office and 


put my finger on tHe pulse of the State Gov- 


ernment. There is the up-to-the-minute ac- 
counting of where the tax dollar comes from 
and where it goes. In some other States, 
I had to talk with several different officials 
and add totals together before I could get 
the whole picture. 


Georgia’s Budget Bureau system—composed 
of the Governor and State Auditor—has won na- 
tional attention. I came to appreciate better 
Georgia’s Budget Bureau plan of “feeding all 


departments from the same spoon,” too. Particu- | 
larly, after seeing the South Carolina and Mis- | 
sissippi Highway Departments have to borrow | 
money for operations while other State agen- | 
cies had surpluses—and Tennessee enact a sales | 
tax for teachers while her Highway Department 


had a surplus.

The Old Days 
Were Hard Work, But 


We sat on Uncle Ed Westmoreland’s porch. 
It was an old house and it looked toward the 
Blue Ridges, already deep in their blue and 

purple haze of late afternoon. 
- Up there in the climbing ridges, climbing 4,000 feet and more 
toward the piled-up cumulus clouds which towered up into the 
edge of darkness, were the headwaters of the Chattahoochee River. 
Uncle Ed Westmoreland could count 87 years and he had lived 
60 of them up there in the ridges and hills. This was the real 
pioneer region of the South for Georgia, North Carolina, Ken- 
tucky, Alabama. It was not at all like the coastal regions where 
civilization early stretched a thin finger along the Atlantic Coast 
so that a man might move by boat with relative ease. There was 
always food from the sea. And while fish might hold off biting 
for an hour they never left in those mysterious migrations which 
the game took, so that for days on days a man might hunt and 
find nothing to shoot for food.

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American Congress—the only source of such 
a subsidy—providing still more dollars for a 
Britain which gives much less promise of 
moving towards solvency. 


There remains a third course, the most dif- 
ficult, perhaps, but certainly the most realistic 
and in the long run the only one by which 
economic salvation can be achieved. It is in 
simple terms a policy designed to compel the 
country to pay its way, to produce enough goods 
cheaply enough to pay for its imports and to in- 
crease the competitive efficiency of the British 
community to such an extent that the desired 
standards of living can be achieved without sub- 
sidies from neighbors and without brandishing 
the dangerous weapons of trade-by-compulsion. 

If explanatory .and encouraging speeches 
could bring management and labor to new ef- 
forts, the tide would surely have turned already. 
The unhappy fact is that neither side feels’ the 
compulsion to cut costs. Business concerns sell- 
ing all they care to produce at fancy prices, 
workers going slow or seeking a shorter week in 
return for higher pay are still protected against 
the cold wind of economic reality. 

Now, however, there is no choice. One way 
or the other, in a period that has to be reckoned 
in months rather than in years, the reserves will 
run out. Can the change in economic climate be 
linked to a genuine change in policy, or will 


| it simply bring on the helpless bankruptcy of 


what has gone before? 

There is nothing impossible about a policy 
of adjustment. The inherent advantages that 
have made Britain a great trading nation are 
still there. The British people should find it 
much easier than most to give what the world 
accoimnts value for money. But value for money 
they must give. 


The adjustments that are necessary be- 
fore Britain is again giving value for money 
are not very large. It may be necessary 
to reduce the standard rate of real wages— 
but probably not by very much. It will cer- 
tainly be necessary to increase the standard 
of effort and effectiveness—but not above 
what is already often achieved in_ this 
‘country. 


Nor is it necessary to assume a change in 
political direction. What has been at fault in 
these years has not been the deliberate policy 
of one party, but the illusions and the wishful 
blindness of a whole people. What will put mat- 
ters right is not a switch from something called 
socialism to something called conservatism, but ~ 
a switch from policies (to which both sides of 
industry have contributed) making for steadily 
rising costs of production to policies that pull 
them down. 

This cannot be done without at least the col- 
laboration of political Labor. But if Socialists 
really believe that their policies can make the 
British.economy more efficient, now is the time 
for them to prove it.

He Quit Drinking the Nasty Stuff, Anyhow 


WASHINGTON—A leading member of the Bureau of Internal Revenue tells me that all rules 
having to do with the ageing of whisky are based mostly upon superstition. A Scotchman insists 
that his drinking liquor spend a few years in salubrious contact with the inside of a second-hand 
whisky barrel. A Canadian likes his schnapps to acquire age in a ventilated iron tank. 

American whisky these many years has had to 
be stored in charred barrels made of new white 
oak. Else it wasn’t whisky. And no matter how 
many years it may have spent in a second-hand 
barrel, it wasn’t aged. Not according to law, it 
wasn’t. 


So along came the end of the war. There were 
our distilleries spewing out bourbon at a record 
rate. There were no barrels to put the stuff in. 
No new ones, that is. So the distillers caught 
without new kegs, put the fluid in oid ones. 


Nobody knows how much there is of this 
whisky which would be well aged in Scotland, 
but which is green as far as the Revenue Bureau 
here is concerned. Best guess is that there is at 
least 50,000,000 gallons of this liquid, and per- 
haps even twice that much, which its makers 
can’t sell as bourbon. 

They claim it looks like bourbon. It smells 
like bourbon. It even tastes all right. The Bureau, 
which conducted scientific tests (unspecified),

ommittee last year and, later, in the trial of Alger Hiss in New York on charges of 
I am absolutely convirced that, even though Chambers did lie in some particulars, for 


motives that I understand, Hiss also lied and, in particular, was not merely mistaken but lied when 
he said he did not remember Chambers under that name or any other name up to the time of 


the dramatic confrontation ‘last Summer. 

I am convinced of the treachery of the Har- 
vard Law cabal which gave Soviet Russia the 
benefit of traitorous eyes, ears and intellects 
in all the departments of our Government al- 
most from the sag f beginning of the Roosevelt 
administration in 1933. And I contend that Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt and his wife, who now repre- 
sents this Nation in international negotiations, 
were responsible and deserve blame for the 
“policy” or attitude of the administration which 
defiantly permitted, even assisted, this unspeak- 
able betrayal of the United States to take place. 


Therefore, although the proposed inves- 
tigation of the Hiss trial, as conducted by 
Judge Samuel H. Kaufman, by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities would 
be supplementary, irregular and inconclu- 
sive, I say that it should be made.

They would let the Department 
of Justice take it from here on in, as the 
fatuous jargon of the bureaus has it, and 
would even be complacent if the Department 
should assign these trials to judges committed 
to the Roosevelt myth and to incompetert 
or deliberately faithless prosecutors who 
could be relied on to bungle the presenta- 
tion and let the accused go free. 


This has been the method of the Department 
of Justice in cases past where a pretense was 
ealled for, and that was one reason why I and, 
doubtless, many other citizens watched with a 
frankly skeptical eye the conduct of the Hiss 
trial by Judge Kaufman and even the conduct 
of Thomas F. Murphy, the Assistant United 
States Attorney who made the prosecution. Mur- 
phy satisfied me that he was on the level. 

This whole situation, from the early infiltra- 
tion of that slinking crew of Harvard study-boys 
with their icy grins of intellectual hauteur, has 
been a new experience in the life of this Nation. 
It is comparable to historical dramas in the 
lives of nations in the Old World, the late Rus- 


sian empire for one, but, to us, it is so novel-~ 


that we cannot truly appreciate the enormity of 
the offense against our dearest ideals, our morals 
and our loyalty. Knowing this to be so, and 
obliged as he is by the wormy code of the pro-

At the second day’s showing 
of Fall and Winter fashions by 
New York Dress Institute, 
Herbert Sondheim hued his col- 
lection to the woman who takes 
her coffee black, her meat with- 
out potatoes and can shake a 
smart head when the dessert 
course is passed. 

“Fashion,” he observed, in in- 
troducing his collection, “is in- 
clined to go in cycles... women 
in circles. - But there is no rea- 
son they should look it.” 

His remedy is in_ simple, 
sharply defined lines, beautiful 
fabric, concise detailing, under- 
scored by excellent construction. 

For this, you will pay an aver- 
age of at least 10 percent less 
this year than you did for your 
Fall and Winter wardrobe last 


year. What’s more, each of your 


clothes-buying dollars will bring 
you an additional 10 percent 
value in both fabric and work- 
manship. 


Sondheim, you will remember, 
was the designer who pioneered 
the new slim lines, when every- 
one else was going to all widths 
and lengths, and the ever-pres- 
ent feeling of motion which dom- 
inates the 1949 fashion picture. 
This year, he is no doubt pleased 
to see his flying panels and deep: 
inverted pleats featured in every 
collection from Dior to Henry 
Rosenfeld—from the four-figure, 
custom-made price list to the 
little basic at $6.98. 


His new clothes are either 
casual or dress with no in-be- 
tweens. The dividing line for 
the two types of clothes starts 
with afternoon and is achieved 
in various ways, sometimes with 
fabric, sometimes with color, 
often with necklines, and, oc- 
casionally, with silhouette, in- 
variably slim for street. 

The casual clothes include un- 
trimmed wools, heather jerseys 
(belted and buttoned with 
polished alligator) and two 
wonderful, dull - textured new- 
comers, crisp, fine-ribbed benga- 
line (crepe ottomette) and 
crease-proof, twist yarn crepe. 
The latter is particularly suit- 
able for match-stick slim, body- 
moulding black dresses, with 
high necklines, long, tight sleeves 
and shirr-puckered hiplines. 
Typical of the smart bread-and- 
butter wool jerseys (purely a 
figure of speech) is a two-piece 
combining a belted, dolman- 
sleeved overblouse with an ac- 
cordion-pleated skirt. 

Mostly neutral shades, partic- 
ularly pewter (a deep brown- 
gray, almost black) and seal 
brown and lots of black are 
Sondheim’s favorite casual col- 
ors, along with his big tone, of 
the season, Hazy blue grass. 
Trimmings are few and far be- 
tween in this line, which relies 
instead on interesting construc- 
tion details, like, for instance, 
slot seaming (two flat, welt 
seams turned in toward each 
other), folded, stand-out collars 
and high hipline pockets on 
finger-tip, sleep jackets, worn 
over straight-front flareback 
skirts for woolen dress suits. 
For the girls who happen to be 
broadminded in the wrong 
place there is a cmon «| obstru- 
sive little wedge-shaped notch in 
center back of coats to minimize 
the stenographer’s spread. 

The difference between his 
theater and cocktail suit is not 
so much a matter of design, but 
fabric.

In these columns, less space 
has been assigned to the art of 
deception than my natural im- 
pulses would dictate. This is 
because of my disinclination to 
hold up to ridicule the unfor- 
tunate character who has been 
duped by his fellow citizen. 
With all hands in view (a lux- 
ury not enjoyed by the actual 
participant) the carping critic 
finds it too easy to look down 
his nose at the player who has 
fallen victim to the well-laid 
scheme of his antagonist. 


The commonly practiced false 
cards, of the King from King- 
Queen and the Queen from 
Queen-Jack, reek of Kansas in 
August. It is refreshing, there- 
fore, to record, for a change, a 
subtle bit of false discarding, 
by my teammate Myron Fields, 
of New York, West in today’s 
hand. It took place in this 
year’s competition for the Van- 
derbilt Cup, in which an in- 
genious method was resorted to 
in a successful effort to paint 
a false picture of the hand for 
declarer’s eyes. 

It will be seen that on the 
combined holding, as between 
3 No Trump and 4 Spades, the 
latter was the superior contract 
and the question may be raised 
as to the placing of the guilt 
for the final contract of 3 No 
Trump. Ordinarily with a hold- 
ing of 4 trumps and a single- 
ton, the return to the suit by 
responder is automatic, but in 
this case with an established 
five-card Diamond suit to run, 
there is something to be said 
for North’s choice.
